whereof, one 'to be in the Cuſtody of me, and 
after my deceaſe of my right Heir Male, from 
time to time Patron and Governor of the Goods, 
Poſſeſſions, and Revenues of the ſaid ___ 
A. 2 an 
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and Hoſpitals, and a ſecond of the Governor 
near dwelling that Hoſpital appointed by the 
major Part, and the third of the no aſter 
and Warden of that Hoſpital. 


Cap I. Of the Governors: 


] Hereas by God's Grace I have founded 
and built a School in the Town of Oak- 

ham in the County of Rutland, as alſo an Hoſpi- 
tal in the fame called Chr7/#'s Hoſpital, and have 
founded and built one other School in the Town 
of Uppingham in the County aforeſaid, as alſo an 
Hofpital in the ſame called by the name of 
Chr:/?'s Hoſpital, and have in the ſaid Towns 
purchaſed certain IL. ands, and alſo built certain 
Houſes for the ion of my School-Maſters 
and Wardens, Uſhers, nd Sub-Wardens, and 
poor Men and Women, and have hitherto .ſo 
imployed them, and have alſo purchaſed diverſe 
Hereditaments, Kevenues, and Tenements of 
the late Queen ELIZABETH of famous memory, 
tor the maintenance of my ſaid School-Ma- 
ſters, Uſhers, poor Men, and certain poor 
ard, I do by theſe Preſents confirm, or- 
Jain, and conſtitute, certain Governors to the 
number of four and twenty, of all theſe the 
faid Hereditaments, Rev enues, and Tenements, 
and all other Lands. Tenements, and Poſſeſſions 
Vhatſoever, Goods and Chattels appertaining 
any way to the Suſtentation and Uſe of all 
and every, or any of the ſaid Schools or 
Hoſpitals, or poor Scholars, as alſo of my

ES 
Lands, Goods, or Chattels that ſhall hereaf- 
ter be given, purchaſed, or come to the ſame, | 
to diſpoſe of the ſame toward the maintain- 
ance of the ſaid Schools and Hoſpitals, and the 
Members thereof as aforeſaid. I do confirm, 
ordain, and appoint, that the Reverend Father 
in God the now Lord Biſhop of London, and 
the now Lord Biſhop of Peterborough, and the 
now Dean of Weftminfler, the now Dean of 
. Peterboroagh, the now Archdeacon of Neorth- 
ampton, the now Maſter of Trinity College in 
Cambridge, and the now Maſter of Saint Jobr's 


College in Camoridge, and their Succeſſors, are. 


and ſhall be from time to time for ever 
Governors of the Goods, Poſſeſſions, and Re- 
venues of my ſaid Schools, and the ſaid Hoſ- 
pitals, without any new Election or Nomina- 
tion. And that Edward Lord Zouch and Abra- 
ham Tohnſon, Eſquire, who alone are now 
living of them that were Governors of the 
ſaid Goods, Poſſeſſions, and Revenues by the 
Letters Patent, ſhall ſo continue during their 
Lives. I do alſo ordain that after my deceaſe 
my right Heir Male from time to time for 
ever, ſhall be, and ſhall be called PATRON of 
my ſaid Schools and of the ſaid Hoſpitals, and 
that ſuch my right Heir Male from time to time, 
if he be of full Age when his next Anceſtor 
died, and that there be a Governorſhip void, 
ſhall be then actually a Governor of the 
Goods, Poſſeſſions, and Revenues aforeſaid, 
and ſhall then be nominated, choſen, and con- 
firmed one by the Governors, 1 do ordain

that theſe Governors and their Succeſſors 
ſhall chooſe toward the filling up of the 
number of the Governors that are wanting 
to the number of twenty-four, Jaac TFohnſon, 
Eſquire, Samuel Jobnſan, Gent. my Grand- 
children, Villiam Billing fley, Farſon of Glaſton, 
William Peachie, Vicar of Oakham, Richard 
Johnſon, Parſon of Barrotmdon, John Wildbore, 
Parſon of Tinwell, Zachary Fenkinſon, Parſon 
of Teigh, Jobn Gibſon, Parſon of Clipſham, 
Humpbry Stevens, Parſon of Stoke, Thomas Gib- 
ſon, Parſon of Ridlington, Samuel Gibſon, Vicar 
of Burley, Richard Swan, Parſon of Preſton, 
Jonathan Tongue, Curate of North-Luffenbam, 
Jobn Clarke, my School-Maſter of Uppingham, 

eremy Whitaker, my School-Maſter of Oak- 
am, whom I do chooſe and will that they 
be confirmed Governors of the Goods and 
Revenues -of my Schools and Hoſpitals, and 
their Succeſſors for ever. 

When a Place of Governorſhip which is 
not ſucceſſive falleth void, the Governors 
then being ſhall chooſe either a Knight, 
Eſquire, or Gentleman, well known and 
reputed of by them who dwell in the Dio- 
ceſe of Peterbercugh, or ſome Miniſter whom 
they know to be a learned and pious Man, 
a Maſter of Arts at leaft, and a Parſon or 
Vicar within the Dioceſe of. Peterborough in 


Rulang, or of my School-Maſters of Oakham 
and Up;inghem.

Cap. II. 07 the iS chood-Mafters. 


Ordain alſo, that there ſhall be a Scnool- 

Maſter of each of my Free Grammar 
Schools of Oakham and Uppingbam aforefaid, 
who ſhall be at the time of his Election, 
and ſo contiune an honeſt and diſcreet Man, 
Maſter of Arts, and diligent in. his Place, pain- 
ful in the educating of Children in good 
Learning and Religion, ſuch as can make a 
Greek and Latin Verſe. If he ſhall prove to 
be negligent in his Place, and of lewd Con- 
verſation, the major part of the Governors in 
the Dioceſe of Peterborough ſhall admonith 
him thrice, either viva voce or under their 
| Hands ſet in one Paper, and if he do not 
reform himſelf, the major part of the Gover- 
nors aforeſaid ſhall deprive him of the Place 
and chuſe another in his ſtead. But other- 
wiſe iſ my School-Maſters be painful and 
careful in their Places, I deſire and hope that 
the Governors will encourage them and mend 
their Stipends if they can conveniently. And 
I do ordain that their Stipend ſhall be to 
each of them per Annum twenty-four Pounds, 
to be due unto them quarterly, and fo be paid if 
it can be conveniently, otherwiſe at the half- 
year's end. I do alſo ordain that the School- 
Maſter ſhall ever be the Warden in the Hoſ- 
pital of Chriſt in the Town wherein he liveth 
and have and uſe Habitations and Lodgings 
there, and ſhall have a ſpecial care of the 
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well ordering of the poor People, and the 
Houſes, and have an eye to their behavour 
and diforders, ſo as he do nothing contrary 
to the direction of the major part of the 
Governors, and for his Care and Pains herein 
he ſhall have per Annum Six Pounds. The 
School-Maſter ſhall teach all thoſe Grammar 
Scholars that are born and bred up in the Towns 
of Outham and Uppingham freely without Pay, 
if their Parents be poor and not able to pay, 
and keep them conftantly to School; for the 
reſt of the ſaid Towns and Meering Towns, 
and other Towns, he 'ſhall take according to 
the ability of their Parents as they ſhall agree; 
and if he feem to be unreaſonable in exacting 
Wages of them, and complaint be made to the 
Governors, the major part of the Governors 
reſident in the Dioceſe of Peterborough ſhall 
moderate him, and he ſhall not take above 
their Decree. He may intermit teaching of 
School December the tenth before Chriſtmas, 
and muſt teach School again on Monday after 
Twelfth-Day. He may gwe over the Thurſ— 
days before Eafter-Day and Whitſun-Day, and 

muſt teach School again the Monday ſcven- 
night following. He ſhall not give, nor at- 

the motion of any grant any plays on any 

N Mor day, Wedneſdav. or Friday, unleſs they 

be Folyday-Evens, if he do, he ſhall forfeit, 

and ray Three Shillings and Fourpence to the 
poo: Mens Box that is in the Hoſpital. He ſha!l 
| likew ſe give no plays in the Forenoon unleſs 
there be good Reaion for it, Ile ſhall allow 

the 
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the Ulher out of the Money taken of the 
Scholars five Marks per Annum, if the Moiety 
extend ſo far; if it extend not ſo far, then the 
one half, whatſoever it be; He may take for 
the Entrance of every Scholar into the School 
Twelvepence, whereof the Uſher ſhall have 
one half, and he the other. For the Election 
of the School-Maſter it ſhall be thus, when 
the Place is void, the Uſher, or if there be 
no Uther, or the Uſher be abſent, the ſenior 
Hoſpital-Man ſhall carry or ſend notice to 
the Patron, if he be within twelve miles re- 
ſident, and four of the Governors at. leaſt, 
and at leaſt two of the Governors ſhall come 
to the School, and appoint a Day of Election, 
whereof all the other Governors reſident in 
the Dioceſe afor:ſaid, ſhall have notice ſent 
by thoſe Governors that appointed it, or by 
the Uſher, to their Houſes, in the Dioceſe 
aforeſaid, ten Days at leaſt before the Day of 
Election, and thoſe that appoint the Day of 
Election ſhall cauſe it to be written on the 
outſide of the School Door, and ſo to. be re- 
newed by the Uſher for three Days together ; 
when the Day appointed for the Election is 
come, the ſaid Governors of the Dioceſe 
aforeſaid ſhall be preſent at the School about 
One of the Clock: in the Afternoon, the 
Statutes concerning the School-Maſter ſhall be 
read, The Parties or Party that ſtand for the 
Place ſhall be oppoſed in Greek and in 
Latin by any of the Governors, or any of 
them whom the major part . ſhall appoint, 
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and after that the major part of them preſent 
ſhall appoint two to take the Voices, and then 
ſhalt every Governor preſent .write whom he 
will chooſe; only it ſhall be lawful for the 
Biſhops, Deans, Archdeacons, Maſters of Col- 
leges, and Patron, to ſend their Voices and 
Conſent under their Hands and Seals, and 
they thall be received by the two appointed 
as aforeſaid, and whoſo ſhall have the moſt 
Voices ſhall be pronounced School-Maſter by 
them that are appointed to take the Voices, 
and it thall ſtand good. 


Cap. III. Of the. Uſher. 


Do alſo ordain that there ſhall be an Uther 
in each of my ſaid Schools who ſhall be 


a godly, learned, ond diſcreet Man, one that 


can make true Latin both in Proſe and Verſe. 
He ſhall carry himſelf reverently towards the 
School-Maſter, and be ruled by him in his 
Diſcipline, and for matter and manner of 
teaching whom and when; He ſhall not diſ- 
grace the School-Maſter or animate the Scholars 
in undutifulneſs towards him, or ſeek to with- 
draw their or their Parents Affections from 
him, but ſhall be diligent in his School. For 
his Election it ſhall be thus, when the Place 
is void, within the ſpace of one Month the 
School-Maſter ſhall nominate two qualified as 
aforeſaid to the Governors, whereot the Go- 
vernors reſident in the Dioceſe aforeſaid, or 

the 
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the major part of them, ſhall chooſe one un- 
der their Hands. But if the School-Maſter 
within the time limitted doth not nominate, 
then they ſhall chooſe whom they find fitting : 
And if the Governors find any Uſher un- 
worthy or unfit for his Place, the major 
part of them aforeſaid ſhall diſplace him and 
chooſe another as aforeſaid. Or if the School- 
Maſter find his Uſher inſufficient or unfit for 
his Hlace, or not to carry himſelf towards 
him as aforeſaid ; then he ſhall in the pre- 
ſence of two of the Governors at leaſt admoniſh 
him thereof at two ſeveral times, and if he 
do not amend, the School-Mafter ſhall com- 
plain to the major part of the Governors afore- 
ſaid, and if the Complaint be juſt, the Gover- 
nors aforeſaid ſhall put him out, and another 
ſhall be choſen in . his Place as aforeſaid, his 
Stipend ſhall be per Annum twelve Pounds, 
to be due and paid as the School-Maſter's as is 
aforeſaid, beſides his other Emoluments before 
ſet down in the Chapter of the School-Maſter. 
I further ordain, that he ſhall ever be during 
the time he is Uſher one of the Number of 
my Hoſpital there, where he is Uſher and 
be called Sub-Warden or Confrater, and there 
at leaſt twice in the Week he ſhall read Prayers 
with the poor People according as he ſhall be 
directed by the Governors, or the major part 
of them, and he ſhall have for that his Pains 
per Annum three Pounds,

Urther, I do ordain and conſtitute that there 

ſhall be belonging to each of theſe my 
Hoſpitals, befides the Wardens and Sub-War- 
dens before-mentioned, at leaſt fifteen Perſons, 
one of whom ſhall” read Prayers when the 
Sub-Warden or Confrater doth not, whoſe 
Stipend ſhall be per Annum four Pounds, and 
thirteen other poor Men, and one Woman to 
waſh their Buck Cloaths, they find. ng her 


Things neceſſary thereunto as it ſhall be thought 


fit by the Governors, or the greater part of them, 
and every one of their Stipends ſhall be per 

Annum three Pounds. But if the Governors, 
or the major part of them, ſhall think it fit 
to augment the Number to four and twenty in 


each Place, or ſhall be compelled thereunto, 


then the Stipends of all the aforeſaid Poor, ex- 
cepting the Wardens and Sub-Wardens, ſhall 


be but two Pounds per Annum, unleſs that 


the Governors find that they may be better 
allowed, they ſhall be elected by the Gover- 
nors reſident in the Dioceſe of Peterborough, 
or the major part of them, under their Hands. 
But yet 1 do ordain and conſtitute, that be- 
canſe my Hoſpital- Houſes are ſcituated in the 
Towns of Oakham and Uppingham, the afore- 
hid Governors fail chooſe into the Hoſpital 
of Oarham eight poor Men out of Oakham ; 


and into the Hoſpital of Uppineham ſix poor 


Men

Men out of Uppingham, ſuch as ſhalt always 
have twenty, at the leaſt, of the Inhabitants 
and Houſeholders Hands of the faid Towns 
of Oakham and Uppingham, that are uſually 
levied and taxed for Contribution to the Poor, 
The reſt of the Hoſpital at Oz#ham ſhall be 
choſen out of theſe Hundreds, Oakham Wr, 
Alftoe, and Eaft Hundred. The reſt of them 
belonging to Upprugham Hoſpital ſhall be choſen 
out af the Hundreds of Martinfley and Wrang- 
dike ; and any to be choſen ſhall have teſti- 
monial of the ſufficienteſt of the Town whence 
they come, that they are honeſt and poor. 
And becauſe. there is a poor Widow in my 
Hoſpital at Uppingham, called Oſborne, that 
hath taken long Pains with Children, and is 
now grown impotent, I wilt and appoint that 
ſhe, during her Life, and her good Behaviour, 
ſhall be and continue there, and be accounted 
one of them choſen out of the Hundreds of 
Marti nſley and Wrangdike, and have her Al- 
lowance as now ſhe hath. And I further or- 
dain and conſtitute that thoſe poor People 
that are not choſen out of the Towns of 
Oakham and Uppingham, but other where, 
ſhall not inhabit in theſe my Hoſpital-Houſes, 
| unleſs they become bound with ſuch Surety 
or Sureties, and in ſuch Sum as three at leaſt 
of the Governors ſhall think ſufficient to the 
Church-Wardens of the ſaid Towns of Oat- 
ham and Uppingham, and their Succeſſors re- 
ſpectively, and their Sureties, that they ſhall 
not be chargeable to the ſaid Towns to 

7655 provide 
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provide them Houſe-Room or Maintenance, elſe 


they ſhall live in thoſe Towns from , whence 
they were choſen, or where they can elſe, 


and receive their Stipend from my Hoſpital as 


is aforeſaid. And I will and ordain that the 
ſame Poor live in peace one with another 

with others in good. Order, be dutiful 
to their Warden, and be ruled and governed 
by him, commanding nothing otherwiſe than 
by the Appointment and Approbation of the 
Governors aforeſaid, or the major part of them. 
If they do otherwiſe, or be found by the ſaid 
Governors to be unworthy of their Places, 
they ſhall be removed by the conſent of the 
Governors, or the major part of them as afore- 
ſaid, and others choſen in their Places as afore- 
faid ; and the Woman ſhall continue no longer 
in her Place than ſhe is able or willing to de

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Cap. V. Of the Sele, 5 


Urther 1 do ordain and conſtitue that 
F there ſhall. be in each of my ſaid Schools 
from time to time ſome Scholars that are well 
fitted for the Univerſities, of civil Converſa- 
tion, (if God ſo bleſs my Schools) choſen 


to receive Exhibition of forty Shillings per 


Annum, till the number of ſeven at leaſt be 
filled up in each Place; wherein I adviſe that 
the 2 ſort be firſt preferred ceteris pari- 
bus, and ordain that they have been educated 
in the ſaid School from whence they are 
choſen two Years laſt paſt before the Election, 
and their Stipend ſhall be continued unto 
them for the ſpace of ſeven Years, if they fo 
long continue in the Univerſities, Of the 
Number whereof ſhall be for a Scholar for 
Oakham Zachary Seaton, and for Uppingham 
Thomas Wheatly, of Emanuel College in Cam- 
bridge. But if they be abſent from the Uni- 
verſities for the ſpace of ten Weeks in the 
Year, their Places ſhall be void. They ſhall 
be choſen by the Governors reſident in the 
Dioceſe aforeſaid, or the major part of them 
under their Hands. But if the ſaid Scholars 
mall miſbehave themſelves, and {hall carry 
themſelves idly or viciouſly, ſome of the Go- 
vernors ſhall give notice to the Receiver, 
that when he pays them their Moncy, he 
ſhall give them, or elſe ſuch as receive the 
Money

Money for them, notice of their ill Behavi- 
our, which being twice done, it they do not 


amend, they ſhall be deprived ot their Stipend 
by the Governors, or the major part of them. 
And further I conſtitute, that if it happen 
there be not in my faid Schools ſuch Scholars 
as aforeſaid to fill up the Number as afore- 
ſaid, that then the Stipends beſtowed ſhall 
be employed about the School from whence 
ſuch Scholars ſhould or might have been 
choſen, about neceſſary Books, or other Things, 
if need require. If there be no neceffity, 
then about the Houſes, Gardens, or Fences 
of the Hoſpital in the ſame Town. SH 
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Cap. VI. Of the Receiver. 


Do alſo ordain and conſtitute that there 
ſhall be an honeſt ſubſtantial Man choſen 
by the Governors reſident in the Dioceſe of 
Peterhorough, or the major part of them, to 
be a Receiver to take and receive the Rent 
belonging to my Schools and Hoſpitals, and 
to bring in the ſame unto them. He ſhall not 
keep the ſame, or any Parcel, or Part of the 
ſame in his Hands, above the ſpace of ſeven 
Days after he hath received it. Thoſe Reats 
which are, and ſhall be proper to the School, 
and Hoſpital of Oakham, or to the School and 
Hoſpital of Uppingham, ſhall he bring wholly 
to thoſe to whom properly they belong. Thoſe 
that are common between both the Schools 
and Hoſpitals in both the ſaid Towns, he 
ſhall always bring the one half of that he hath 
received, to the School and Hoſpital in Oakt- 
ham, and the other half, to the School and 
Hoſpital in Uppingham, out of which he ſhall 
pay to every one their Stipend, firſt the School- 
Maſter, then the Uſher, next the poor Men 
and Women, and then the Scholars oi the 
Univerſities, or ſuch as they appoint, to take 
it for them, what {hall remain overp.us, he 
ſhall put into the Cheſt of the Treafuiy, 
which ſhall have three ſeveral Locks, whcrc- 
of the Governor whom the reſt all chooſe, 
ſhall keep one Key, the Receiver another, and 
the 
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the School-Maſter the third. And when the 
faid Receiver ſhall be called by the Gover- 
nors, or any fix of them, to make an Ac- 


compt how he hath diſpoſed of the ſaid Mo- 


. ney paid unto him, he ſhall make a juſt Ac- 


compt, and he ſhall put in good Security to 
the Governors ſo to do, and perform the 
Truſt repoſed in him; and his Stipend for 
his Pains, ſhall be per Annum five Pounds. 
And if the Governors, or any of them, ſhall 
find that he doth deceive the Schools and 
Hoſpitals, and the Members thereof, in not 
performing the Truſt committed to him, 
then the Governors at the next Meeting of 
Accompts, or any other general Meeting where 
there is four or more of them, ſhall examine 
the Matter, and if he be duly found faulty 
wall put him out of his Place, and another 
ſhall be choſen in his Place as aforeſaid. 
And I will and ordain that Mr. John Butler 
of Oakham in the County of Rutland, ſhall 
be the firſt Receiver of and for theſe my Schools 
and Hoſpitals as aforeſaid,

Cap. VII. Of Letting the Land | 


I Do further ordain and conſtitute concerning 
the letting of the Hereditaments, Tenements, 
and Revenues, that are or ſhall be for the 
Suſtentation of theſe Schools and Hoſpitals, 
that they ſhall be lett by the Governors, or 
the major part of them, under their Hand 
Writing, but they fhall be ſealed with the 
common Seal at one of the publick Audits, 
or Accompts holden at Oakham or Uppingham, 
but not without the Conſent of the major part 
of the Governors there preſent. Provided alſo 
that they ſhall not lett any of the ſaid Here- 
ditaments, Tenements, or Revenues, for Term 
of Lives, or Life, or for any Term of Years 
above the Term of one and twenty. Neither 
ſhall they lett them to any but to the Tenant, 
till the former Leaſe be within three Years of 
Expiration. They ſhall lett them to the beſt 
and ſafeſt Advantage of theſe my Schools and 
Hoſpitals, and the Members thereof, accord- 
ing to their Knowledge and Conſcience, If 
any of the ſaid Governors ſhall be known 
to take any Bribe beforehand, or to have 
conditioned for any ſuch Bribe, directly or 
indirectly, his Voice and Conſent ſhall be 
utterly void and fruſtrate, and ot no effect 
concerning that Leaſe. And if any Man shall 
give to any of the Governors before hand, or 
condition, or promiſe, directly or indirectly, 
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to give any thing for their Conſents or Con- 
ſent, his Leaſe ſhall be void. And there ſhall 
be in every Leaſe a Condition to that purpoſe. 
And the Lands ſhall be lett, and the Mo- 
ney paid to the Receiver to the uſe of the 
Schools and Hoſpitals of Oakham and Up- 


pingham aforeſaid, the one half to the one, 
and the other half to the other, if the Lands 


be common to both, otherwiſe as they are 


proper to either ; ſo ſhall it be expreſſed in 
the Leaſe to the uſe of the ſame Place to 


which they are proper. Now if it ſhall fall 
out that the Governors as aforeſaid ſhall have 
diſcharged their Receiver for his Unfaithful- 


neſs, the ſaid Governors ſhall give notice to 


the Tenants to keep the Money in their 


Hands till the next Accompts, where it ſhall 
be paid in, and diſpoſed of, as formerly men- 


tioned in the Chapter of the Receiver, until 
fuch time as they ſhall have appointed ano- 


ther Receiver, to whom they ſhall pay them 
as aforeſaid, | 
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Cap. VIII. Of the Treaſary. 


Do ordain and conſtitute that the Gover- 

nors, or ſix of them at leaft, ſhall ſet out 
in each of the ſaid Hoſpitals ſome convenient 
Room for a Treaſury, wherein {hall be two 
ſtrong Cheſts, in the one they ſhall put the 
Money that increaſeth to the Houſes, in the other 
the Evidences and Deeds which are proper to 
them; the which Cheſts and Doors of the 
Room ſhall have three ſeveral Locks and 
Keys, the one to be kept by a Governor 
appointed by the major part of them, the 
other by the School-Maſter, a third by the 
Receiver. There ſhall alſo be one other 
Cheſt in one of the ſaid Hoſpitals, wherein 
ſhall be put all the, Writings that are com- 
mon to buth Places, and it ſhall have four 
ſeveral Locks and Keys, one to be kept by 
the Patron Governor, another by one "3 
Maſter, another by the other School-Maſter, 
and the fourth by ſome Governor whom the 
major part of them ſhall think meet.

Cap. IX. Of Accompts. 


Further ordain and conſtitute that there 
ſhall be two Days in the Year for Ac- 
compts or Audits, the one at Oakham about 
Eafter, the other at Uppingham about Micbaecl- 
a. The Day ſhall be appointed by ſome 
ight of the Governors near to the Place; 
the reft ſhall have Notice given them at 
fome Place where they reſide in the Dioceſe 
of Peterbcrough, at the Charges of the Houles, 
where I would that as many of the Gover- 
nors as can, ſhould be affembled together, and 
take Accompt of the Receiver how he hath 
diſpoſed of the Rents or Moneys paid unto 
him ſince the laft Accompts, and what the 
overplus of each Houſe is after every Man's 
pen is paid. Out of which overplus of 
the ſaid Houſes jointly, there ſhall be allow- 
ed to every Governor there preſent, twelve- 
pence for his Dinner, and three fhillings and 
tourpence to buy him a Pair of Gloves, to 
them that are there preſent, and no Other. 
And out of the remainder of the overplus 
of each Houſe, the Governors, or the major 
part of them there preſent, ſhall ſet out for 
the increale of each Houſe's Stock, towards 
the Repairs, for Law Suits, ſor the bettering 
or buying of ſuch things as are necdful and 
convenient, and other neceſſary Uſes, and 
towards the increaſe of the Mortmain and 
purchaſing 
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purcaſing more Lands for the ſame, what 
they in their diſcretion ſhall think fit, but 
it ſhall be at leaſt for every half Year fir 

Pounds, to be into the Treaſury for each 
Hoſpital, and the refidue to be divided be- 
tween the School-Maſter, Uſher, poor Peo- 
ple, and Scholars of the Place aforeſaid, 
proportionable to the Stipends by me ſet 


' - down. Alſo I would that at theſe times, if time 


give leave, and the Governors think it fit, 
that they ſhould oppoſe, or cauſe to be op- 
poſed, the Scholars, and ſee how they pro- 
fit, that the School-Maſter and Scholar may 
have due Encouragement, or otherwiſe ſuch 
Cenſure as is meet. And I will that for 
their Pains and Care, if it pleaſe Gop any 
of the Governors have any. Sons deſirous to 
attain to Learning, they ſhall have one of 
them taught without any Pay in ſuch of my 
Schools as they ſhall think fit. Alſo I or- 
dain that it ſhall be lawful for me to alter, 
add to, diminiſh, or cancel any of theſe 
Statutes. Under my Hand and Seal the ſeventh 
Day of June, in the firſt Year of the Reign 
of our Sovereign Lord CHARLEs, by the Grace
